THE WEATHER.

WasHINGTON, March 4 —Tte signsl
office has sent ou: the followiag report of
‘he temperature during tha season from
Jan. 1 to March 8:

Thke weatber bas been colder than nsual
in »ll districts except la thesouthern
states, east cf the Mississippl and at toe
southern Rocky Mouniain stations, where

he dally ravg: of temperalure has been
siightly above normal. Over the greater
sortion of the wheat and corn regions of
the morthwest the daily average for the
-e;lsson rapges from 5° 10 8° below nomi-
nal,

RAINFALL,

Dauring the sceson from Japuary 1 to
March 8 the rainfall / ncloding melted
sn0w) bas been less then usmal, exeapt in
t2e pouthern portlon of the gulf states,
lows, Wiscopsin, and generaly at the
Ricky mountain stayjons, where ihe rain-
tz1l bas been in vxcess. In Ohlo and the
central Mississlppi valleys the deficiency
for the season ranges from two to four
{aches, while the aciual rainfall jo there
sections ranges from 60 to 75 per cent. of
aormel. From 80 1o 100 per cent. of the
ususl amount of precisitation {s reported
‘a eastern portion of the cottonregions, 1n
‘ne tobscco reglons of Virginis and Ten-
nesgee and Tows, Dakota and Weatern
Mipnesola., Toe rsinfall alopg the gull
cosst, from Pensacols westward to Gal-
veston, and in Texas, bas been largely
in excess of the norms), the actuval
smonnt cf rainfall being from 25 to 50
per cent i excess of the ususl amonnt.
At the close cf Februsry from five o
twenty inches of eEnow was reported on
the ground in the morthera hall of Michi-
gan and Wisconsio and from four to twelve
toches in Minpesots and Dakots. Heasy
<n0wa are also reported 16 Northero New
Eogland and Nortbérn New York, but
generaily thronghont the corn and wister
wheat s'ates no snow was reported on
the groand st the end of the month,

GENERAL REMARKS,

The sumwsary of weetoer condition
from January 1 to date Indicate that the
weather has been generally favorable for
the coming crop in the eouthern states,
althoogh in some sections the cold way:

EEN WHO EaT FIRE.

diravgo Diet of Som« Hamsn Belnga Who
Hellsh & Digt of Biszing Uoa s,
Lendon Tid-Blis,

The esrllest meution of fire-eaters in
Eapiand is to be found i{n Sir Henry Wal-
ion’4 correspondence upder date of June
3, 1668 He says:

‘'Inere is & sirange thivg to be seenin
Loaodon for s couple ol pence waich I
znow not whether I shouid c=il a plece of
artor nsture, Itis sn Eoglishman, like
-ome §wabber of a ship, come from the
[adies, where he has learned to eat fire
as familiazly as ever [ saw-any eat cakes,
«ven wicle glowlog brande, whoica be
wili crash with his teeth sod swallow. |
believe be hath been hard famished fa the
Terra del Fa-go, on the south of the
Magelian Stralt.”

Evelyu in his diary, nnder date of Oc-
tober 8, 1672, gives a graphic accouns of
ithé remassksdle feals of anolber fre-
eater, who created a great sensation is
his day:

I wooke leave of my Lady Sonderland,
who was going to Parls w0 my Lord, now
Ambassador there. Sne made me stay to
dinuer aL Leicester House, snd sfierwsrd
s:nt for Rlcosrdsow, toe famouns flre-
eatér. Hs duvoured vrimstone on glow-
ing coals before us,chewing and swallow-
ing toem; ne meiled & Deere glasse and
eale it quile up; then taking € live coale
on his topgne he put on | & raw oyster;
the coal was plown on with bellows tiil 1L
flsmed snd epaikied in his mouthe, sos
o0 remsioed untll the oyster gsped and
was quite bolled.

““I'oen he meited piteh and wax with
sulphur, which he drack down 88 1.
tdamed. I=aw it lamiog 1o his moath s
gouod whll ; he also tovk up a woick picce
ol ron such as lauodresses use Lo put iu
toelr emootnisg-Duxes, when It was flury
2ot, beid 1t between his teeth, th o o his
uand, and then tarew it abou. ilkea
stope; but this, I observed, s carea nut
10 hoid very lopg. Then he stood on s
smsll poy, and, bendlog Lis body, wok s
glowing irun Wwiia bis mouth from be-
tweel s feet, without toucolug the pot
or grouvd wilh his hands, with divers
other progigious feats.”

Bicnardson's secret was disclosed by
his servant sbout the tims Evelyn made
his entry. According to his servact's
showing 1t consisted only ln rudaleg the
fands aua theroughly washing the monih,
lipe, Wwogne, teeln aod olber psrts woich
were to touch the fire with pure spirlis of
